LAWRENCE  C.  LIGHT— ARCHITECT  AND  NUMISMATIST

Some  of  the  most  handsome  U.S.  Gold 
coins  Stack’s  has  had  the  pleasure  to  han- 
dle appear  in  this  sale  from  the  collection  of 
the  late  Lawrence  C.  Licht  of  Englewood, 

New  Jersey.  An  architect  of  national  repu- 
tation as  well  as  an  enthusiastic  numisma- 
tist with  an  eye  for  quality,  Mr.  Licht  was 
born  in  Long  Island  City,  N.Y.  in  1891. 

He  devoted  a lifetime  to  the  practice  of 
architecture,  specializing  in  the  design  of 
public  buildings  in  his  adopted  state  of  New 
Jersey.  He  saw  active  service  in  the  United 
States  Army  in  World  War  I and  began  his 
architectural  training  in  the  offices  of 
George  M.  Bartlett,  designer  of  the  Mount 
Vernon  City  Hall  and  Police  Headquarters. 

He  joined  the  firm  of  Ernest  Sibley  of 
Palisade,  N.J.,  as  chief  designer  of  schools. 

Before  beginning  formal  studies  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  his  talents  brought 
him  the  medals  of  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts 
Architects  and  while  at  university  received 
the  First  Medal  of  the  Paris  Prize  Commit- 
tee of  the  Beaux  Arts  Institute  of  Design. 

Mr.  Licht  practiced  in  his  own  architec- 
tural offices  in  Englewood  for  33  years. 

During  that  time  he  designed  more  than 
100  schools,  hospitals,  banks  and  college  buildings.  Especially  noteworthy  were  the  New  Jersey 
State  Office  Building  in  Trenton,  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and  Dwight  Morrow  High 
School  in  Englewood. 

A community  leader,  he  served  on  the  Englewood  Planning  Board,  Better  Englewood  Associa- 
tion and  as  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Englewood  Board  of  Adjustment.  He  was  Commander  of  North- 
side  Post  122  of  the  American  Legion,  a member  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  president  of  the 
Englewood  Rotary  Club  and  the  Englewood  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Among  many  honors  he  received  was  the  medal  of  the  Societe  des  Architects  Diplomes  par  le 
Gouvernement  Frangais,  diplomas  of  the  Beaux  Arts  Institute  of  Desi^  and  of  the  Congreso  Pan- 
Americano  de  Arquitectos  of  Montevideo,  Uruguay  and  awards  of  merit  of  the  New  Jersey  Society 
of  Architects.  He  was  an  advisor  to  the  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Education  and  served  on  the 
committee  that  drafted  the  Board’s  Guide  for  Schoolhouse  Planning  and  Construction. 

As  a numismatist  he  was  known  for  his  deep  interest  in  U.S.  Gold  coins,  acquiring  a depth  of 
knowledge  attained  by  few  and  developing  a marked  skill  for  searching  out  the  finest  condition 
and  rarest  varieties,  especially  among  the  early  dates.  As  a special  mark  of  respect  for  Mr.  Licht 
and  his  marvelous  collection.

SOLD  INDIVIDUALLY 

The  Panama- Pacific  International  Exposition  celebrated  the  400th  anniversary  of  Balboa's  discovery  of  the 
Great  South  Sea  (Pacific  Ocean)  and  completion  by  the  United  States  of  the  Panama  Canal.  Sited  on  a 625-acre 
tract  facing  Golden  Gate,  the  expo  presented  exhibits  by  47  countries,  44  U.S.  states  and  cities  and  50  California 
counties  in  100  exhibition  palaces  blazing  with  electric  illumination. 

More  than  18  million  visitors  toured  the  expo,  and  numismatics  played  a prominent  role.  American  Numismatic 
Association  past  President  Farran  Zerbe  directed  an  ambitious  commemorative  program  as  head  of  the  Coin  and 
Medal  Department.  The  U.S.  Treasury,  Mint  and  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  at  first  cooperated  in  selecting  outstand- 
ing sculptors  to  create  designs  for  four  Gold  and  one  Silver  commemoratives. 

In  the  end,  only  two  outside  artists  were  retained,  Robert  Aitken  and  Charles  Keck,  joined  by  Mint  Engravers 
Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan.  Aitken  designed  the  massive  Gold  $50.00  pieces  in  round  and  octagonal 
shapes.  Keck  created  the  tiny  Gold  Dollar  with  the  head  of  a typical  canal  worker,  assumed  by  many  to  be  a base- 
ball player  because  of  his  soft  cap. 

Barber  and  Morgan  designed  the  Quarter  Eagle  (Gold  $2.50)  and  Barber  alone  produced  the  Half  Dollar  design. 
All  coins  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  with  the  ‘S'  mintmark  while  official  expo  medals  were  produced  in 
the  U.S.  Mint  exhibit  in  the  fair  itself. 

All  coins  were  sold  as  singles  or  in  a variety  of  sets  that  included  elegant  glass-covered  copper  frames  containing 
sets  of  one  or  two  of  each  denomination.  These  are  extremely  rare  today. 

Offered  here  are  coins  from  a leather-cased  set  of  five  pieces,  which  fit  into  a purple  velvet-lined  board  with  die- 
cut  openings  for  each  coin  and  a printed  description  of  each  design.  Possibly  as  many  as  60  of  these  leather  cases 
may  survive  today.  All  seen  are  slightly  warped  with  age  and  few  show  the  remarkable  preservation  exhibited  by 
the  case  appearing  in  this  sale.

Onandaga,  New  York,  native  John  Glover  Kellogg  (1823-1886)  was  one  of  the  most  respected  California  pioneers  and 
private  coiners.  His  firm’s  $20  pieces  were  accepted  enthusiastically  in  1854  and  1855,  credited  with  staving  off  the 
threatened  general  business  collapse  caused  by  the  absence  of  convenient  denominations  of  circulating  gold  coins.  The 
Kellogg  $50  coins  appeared  very  late,  after  the  infant  San  Francisco  Branch  Mint  was  already  officially  in  business.  The 
Mint  was  proving  very  slow  in  processing  gold  received  and  slower  in  delivering  coins  into  circulation,  making  additional 
private  gold  coins  a practical  necessity. 

The  Kellogg  $50  coins  were  struck  as  Proofs  and  apparently  were  not  placed  in  normal  circulation.  Only  13  are  believed 
to  have  been  struck,  of  which  only  11  can  be  traced  today.  This  example  was  a highlight  of  Christie’s  March  1994  sale  of 
the  Ambassador  J.  William  Middendorf  II  collection.  It  ranks  among  the  finest  of  the  11  known  pieces  and  a careful  exam- 
ination will  amply  repay  the  effort.

ing today  in  all  grades.  This  important  Pioneer  coining  firm  was  founded  by  exiled  1848-1849  Hungarian  freedom  fight- 
ers Count  Stephen  Wass  and  Agoston  Molitor,  producing  Liberty  head  Gold  $5,  $10  and  $20  between  1852  and  1855. 
Both  founders  were  educated  at  the  German  School  of  Mines  and  brought  unmatched  skills  in  refining,  assaying  and 
coining  Gold  to  the  rip-roaring  and  hectic  Gold  Rush  era  of  San  Francisco. 

Wass,  Molitor  coins  were  universally  admired  and  circulated  freely  even  after  the  U.S.  Branch  Mint  opened  in  1854. 
The  Hungarian-born  coiners  answered  anxiety  about  fineness  and  purity  by  increasing  the  actual  weight  of  their  coins, 
in  some  cases  assuring  more  gold  than  a U.S.  Mint  coin  of  equivalent  denomination  might  contain. 

Their  $50  Gold  coinage  was  struck  near  the  end  of  the  firm’s  existence,  and  gained  immediate  popularity.  Its  circular 
shape  was  a major  plus  with  the  public,  as  it  appears  that  the  octagonal  planchets  of  the  celebrated  U.S.  Assay  Office  $50 
“slugs”  were  worrisome  to  many  in  the  pioneer  community.  The  Sacramento  Daily  Union  wrote  on  April  30,  1855  that 
the  Wass,  Molitor  $50  coin  “is  destined  to  replace  the  old  fashioned  octagon  slugs  now  in  circulation.  The  coin  is  circular, 
almost  entirely  destitute  of  ornament,  and  plain  as  a maiden’s  countenance  who  has  breathed  the  air  of  fifty  summers. 
The  coin  certainly  has  no  pretensions  to  beauty,  nevertheless  we  would  not  like  to  refuse  a few  to  break  with  our 
friends.” 

That  the  new  coins  circulated  widely  can  be  judged  by  examining  surviving  specimens.  As  the  late  Walter  Breen  noted, 
they  are  “usually  heavily  dented,  nicked  and  scratched;  often  with  fields  tooled  or  polished  to  minimize  other  damage.” 
This  boldly  detailed  example  certainly  forges  ahead  of  the  coins  Breen  described,  boasting  a very  full  Liberty  Head  and 
wreath,  strong  stars  and  letters,  and  precise  edge  reeding.  Tooling  can  be  found  in  the  fields.  Here  is  a premium  example 
of  one  of  the  most  famous  U.S.  Pioneer  Gold  coins,  a coin  that  would  be  hard  to  duplicate  for  quality  and  visual  appeal.  It 
will  repay  the  closest  examination.

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U.  S.  GOLD  PROOFS  - BEAUTY,  RARITY  AND  COMPLEXITY

Proof  coins  have  fascinated  American  collectors  for  more  than  150  years.  As  objects  of  undoubted 
beauty  and  rarity,  Proofs  of  all  metals  and  denominations  have  been  sought  after  and  prized  by  suc- 
ceeding generations  of  collectors.  Generally  produced  in  very  limited  numbers,  Proofs  have  long  out- 
stripped even  the  finest  business  strikes  of  a given  type  and  date  and  have  dominated  price  records  on 
the  numismatic  market. 

Over  the  years  there  was  much  confusion  over  just  what  Proofs  were,  and  little  understanding  that 
Proof  is  a method  of  manufacture,  not  a higher  grade  “better  than  Uncirculated.”  Adding  to  the  uncer- 
tainties was  the  great  Proof  coin  boom  of  the  mid-1950’s  that  reinforced  the  idea  that  “Proof  is  better” 
in  terms  of  price  and  market  performance.  It  was  suddenly  desirable  to  try  to  describe  any  shiny  coin  as 
an  “unpublished  Proof.”  Today  we  know  far  more  about  Proofs,  their  production  and  history. 

Building  on  earlier  efforts  by  such  numismatic  greats  as  Wayte  Raymond,  the  late  Walter  Breen 
brought  together  a vast  amount  of  information  and  commentary  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colo- 
nial Proof  Coins  (ARCO,  N.Y.,  1977).  Not  all  aspects  of  this  complex  subject  could  be  fully  resolved, 
however,  including  such  questions  as  prooflike  early  strikes  or  the  continued  use  of  Proof  dies  to  pro- 
duce coins  for  circulation  after  the  Proof  run  was  finished. 

In  the  United  States,  “Brilliant  Proof’  usually  has  meant  a coin  struck  from  selected,  highly  polished 
blanks,  receiving  more  than  one  blow  from  the  coining  press  working  at  slower  speed.  The  dies  used  are 
carefully  polished  and  maintained  in  peak  condition  until  the  last  coin  is  struck. 

The  result  should  be  a coin  displaying  deep  mirror-like  reflective  fields  with  contrasting  frosted  re- 
liefs and  devices.  Edges  are  sharply  squared  and  all  design  features  should  be  meticulously  detailed,  in- 
cluding the  edge  reeding. 

This  basic  definition  requires  a couple  of  additional  observations.  Very  early  Proofs  should  not  be  ex- 
pected to  show  the  level  of  perfection  of  coins  struck  on  vastly  more  powerful  late  19‘''  century  presses. 
Some  later  19‘^  century  Proofs,  particularly  Pattern  coins,  can  be  expected  to  show  some  striking  weak- 
ness on  the  highest  points. 

Gold  Proofs  nearly  always  show  the  highest  quality  strikes.  Gold  is  a soft,  malleable  metal,  and  from 
the  early  1800’s  the  Philadelphia  Mint’s  Gold  Proofs  showed  the  most  brilliant  mirror  fields  and  crisply 
defined,  richly  frosted  devices  that  could  be  wished.  In  the  last  decade  of  the  century  the  frosty  reliefs 
yielded  to  semi-brilliant  surfaces  but  the  overall  brilliance  remained  unmistakable. 

In  1907,  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  sculptor  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens  revolutionized  Amer- 
ica’s Gold  coin  design.  Coincident  with  this  sweeping  change,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  introduced  its  new 
Matte  Proofs,  inspired  by  contemporary  French  coins  of  the  Paris  Mint  and  the  British  Proofs  of  1902. 

As  their  name  implies,  “Matte”  Proofs  present  a uniformly  frosty  surface  on  both  fields  and  reliefs, 
created  by  bombarding  the  die  faces  and  planchets  with  minute  glass  beads  (“sandblasting”),  a system 
still  used  today  on  U.S.  Mint  medals.  Matte  Proofs  show  a variety  of  colors  from  light  gold  to  deep  olive. 
These  coins  tended  to  discolor  if  carelessly  handled  or  stored  in  unfriendly  environments. 

Collectors  never  fully  appreciated  the  rich  beauty  of  a new  Matte  Proof,  and  stubbornly  demanded  a 
resumption  of  the  old  Brilliant  Proofs.  The  Mint  experimented  further,  producing  the  Satin  Proofs  that 
had  none  of  the  sandblasting  frostiness  but  lacked  the  glass-mirror  brilliance  of  the  older  Proofs.  In- 
stead, Satin  Proofs  offered  a deeply  glowing  yellow-gold  surface  of  remarkable  smoothness  that  once 
seen,  cannot  be  confused  with  any  other  process. 

A final  short-lived  innovation  was  the  Roman  Finish  Proof  that  made  its  debut  in  1908.  These  coins 
boasted  a unique  light  yellow,  satiny  or  semi-brilliant  surface  of  greater  richness  than  the  Satin  Proofs 
yet  wholly  unlike  the  older  Brilliant  Proofs.  The  Roman  Finish  is  so  rare  that  many  experienced  collec- 
tors have  never  seen  an  example  but  having  done  so  will  never  mistake  it  for  any  other  Proof  type. 

Coins  in  the  March  sale  provide  some  of  the  highest  quality  examples  of  these  several  Proof  varieties 
and  the  coins’  outstanding  quality  shows  each  method  at  its  finest.

A glass  detects  evidence  of  a light 
cleaning  long  ago.  Only  3,789  pieces  were  struck  at  Carson  City,  and  gold  researcher  David  W.  Akers  has  estimated  that 
possibly  20  to  25  pieces  survive  today.  The  10-year  Dannreuther-Garrett  auction  record  shows  12  struck,  only  one  About 
Uncirculated,  the  rest  equal  to  or  below  the  present  coin  in  terms  of  grade.  Of  course,  few  if  any  19th  century  numisma- 
tists bothered  with  mintmarks  before  Augustus  G.  Heaton  published  his  1893  Treatise  on  the  United  States  Branch 
Mints,  usually  cited  merely  as  Mint  Marks.  By  the  time  Heaton  revolutionized  the  popular  method  of  collecting  U.S. 
coins,  such  few  Branch  Mint  coins  as  this  existed  only  in  circulated  grades.  As  a result,  this  Branch  Mint  date  has  had  a 
somewhat  erratic  auction  presence  in  recent  years.  The  great  Eliasberg  Collection  boasted  a coin  described  as  VF-20/30; 
Sotheby’s/Stack’s  2001  Dallas  Bank  Collection  example  was  called  Extremely  Fine  and  Choice.  The  Amon  G.  Carter  sale 
of  1984  included  a Very  Fine  coin  described  as  “really  a twin  to  the  (Eugene)  Detmer  coin  we  sold  in  February  of  last  year 
(1983).”  No  example  of  this  desirable  Branch  Mint  date  appeared  in  the  Garrett,  Norweb,  James  A.  Stack  or  John  J. 
Pittman  sales.  This  handsome  coin’s  appearance  in  the  present  sale  offers  an  historic  opportunity  that  never  came  for 
some  of  the  greatest  collectors  of  America’s  past.

Only  six  appearances  at  auction  in  about  35  years.”  The  late  Walter  Breen  could  trace  only  seven  Proof  Double  Eagles 
surviving  from  this  reported  mintage,  at  least  two  in  museum  collections.  The  present  coin  must  therefore  rank  as  one  of 
the  finest  in  existence.  Finding  this  coin’s  equal  would  present  a major  challenge  today,  finding  a finer  specimen  might 
well  prove  impossible.

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U.  S.  SAINT  GAUDENS  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20.00  GOLD) 

HISTORIC  ULTRA-HIGH  RELIEF  MCMVII  DOUBLE  EAGLE  WITH  EDGE  DEVICE  OF  1906 

One  of  the  First  Ultra  High  Relief  Double  Eagles  Struck

1538  MCMVII  (1907).  Roman  Numeral.  Ultra-High  Relief,  Edge  Device  of  1906.  Judd  1907  (formerly  1778).  Proof  strik- 
ing, Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Discovered  in  the  early  1990’s,  this  extraordinary  Ultra  High  Relief  Double  Eagle  was  struck  inside 
the  3-segment  collar  created  by  Charles  E.  Barber  for  his  unique  1906  Pattern  Double  Eagle  (Judd  1773).  This  collar  bore  the 
nation’s  Latin  motto  in  small  sans-serif  letters  separated  by  13  stars:  E*P*L*U*R*I*B*U*S*U*N*U*M*.  The  normal  edge  de- 
vice used  on  all  succeeding  Ultra  High  Relief  Double  Eagles  was  the  Roman-style  serif-lettered  motto, 
*E*PLURIBUS*UNUM**********.  Comparison  with  Ultra  High  Relief  specimens  in  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  in 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  expedited  by  the  late  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli,  revealed  that  1906-style  lettering  was  also  used  on 
the  experimental  extra-thick  piefort  Double  Eagles  with  the  diameter  of  a Gold  Eagle  (Judd  1779),  also  housed  in  the  national 
collection.  This  coin’s  edge  lettering  is  “inverted,”  upside  down  if  examined  while  the  coin  is  horizontal  with  the  obverse  up, 
more  properly  described  as  Alignment  I.  Alignment  II  with  lettering  right  side  up  was  the  one  actually  adopted  for  the  later 
strikes. 


Any  Ultra  High  Relief  Double  Eagle  is  a numismatist’s  dream,  but  this  breath-taking  coin  is  lit- 
erally in  a class  by  itself.  The  Saint  Gaudens’  coinage  was  the  result  of  an  unprecedented  partner- 
ship of  the  youthful  and  energetic  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  America’s  greatest  sculptor, 
Dublin-born  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens.  Roosevelt  admired  the  artist  profoundly  and  invited  him  to 
the  White  House  to  plan  what  the  President  later  called  “My  pet  crime,”  the  drastic  overhaul  of 
the  nation’s  coin  designs.  A glance  at  the  artist’s  earlier  interaction  with  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
shows  that  Saint  Gaudens  must  have  felt  profound  reservations  at  tangling  once  again  with  the 
Mint  and  its  irascible  Chief  Engraver,  Charles  E.  Barber.  The  sculptor  and  engraver  had  crossed 
swords  twice  before,  to  Saint  Gaudens’  great  loss  and  lingering  displeasure. 

During  1891,  he  and  nine  other  artists  were  invited  by  Congress  to  participate  in  a contest  to 
redesign  the  nation’s  Silver  coinage,  whose  Liberty  Seated  design  went  back  to  1837.  The  artists 
rejected  the  call,  citing  inadequate  time  and  compensation  for  what  would  have  been  a significant 
investment  of  their  productive  time.  A second  attempt  at  competition  saw  Saint  Gaudens,  Barber 
and  Boston  engraver  Henry  N.  Mitchell  appointed  judges  for  an  open  contest  that  never  got  off 
the  ground. 

Barber  took  advantage  of  these  false  starts  to  buttress  his  fanatically  held  position  that  only 
U.S.  Mint  engravers  had  the  knowledge  and  skill  to  even  attempt  coin  design.  With  the  artists  out 
of  the  running,  he  swiftly  filled  the  vacuum  with  his  own  banal  Dime,  Quarter  and  Half  Dollar  de- 
signs, forever  known  as  the  Barber  types,  struck  from  1892  to  1916. 

The  two  next  joined  in  combat  over  the  U.S.  Mint’s  award  medal  for  the  1892-1893  World’s  Co- 
lumbian Exposition.  Saint  Gaudens  created  a bold  obverse  showing  Columbus  stepping  ashore  on 
San  Salvador,  arms  outstretched  in  ecstasy  at  finding  land  after  his  seemingly  endless  trans-At- 
lantic voyage.  The  reverse  was  more  artistic  than  pictorial,  showing  a nude  youth  holding  a torch 
and  victor’s  crowns.  The  artist’s  son  Homer  recalled  that  this  design  was  derailed  by  an  artful 
early  “leak”  of  confidential  government  information.  The  Page  Belting  Company  was  able  to  get 
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hold  of  the  design  and  distributed  copies  of  a 
gi'ossly  bowdlerized  pornographic  parody.  Mint 
Director  John  Griffin  Carlisle  canceled  Saint 
Gaudens’  reverse  design  and  Barber  glee- 
fully substituted  his  own,  showing 
Columbus’  ship  squashed  under  an 
enormous  tablet  inscribed  with  the 
exposition  name  and  dates.  The  furi- 
ous Saint  Gaudens  denounced  this 
“act  of  rare  shamelessness,”  but  no 
one  in  authority  cared  to  listen. 

It  took  all  of  Roosevelt’s  bound- 
less energy  and  persuasiveness  to 
overcome  Saint  Gaudens’  deep- 
seated  reluctance  to  ever  involve 
himself  again  with  the  Mint.  On 
Nov.  6,  1905,  Roosevelt  wrote  to  the 
sculptor  after  a dinner  discussion  in 
which  both  agreed  that  U.S.  coinage 
was  sorrowfully  deficient  in  artistic 
quality.  Roosevelt  reported  that  “I  was 
looking  at  some  gold  coins  of  Alexander  the 
Great  today,  and  I was  struck  by  their  high  re- 
lief. Would  not  it  be  well  to  have  our  coins  in  high 
relief,  and  also  to  have  the  rims  raised?”  Their  target 
would  be  the  Gold  coinage  that  had  seen  only  minor  change 
since  Christian  Gobrecht’s  designs  were  adopted  in  1838. 


The  artist  warned  the  President  up  front  that  while  his  desired  high  relief  would  be  certainly 
aesthetically  worthy,  “The  authorities  on  modern  monetary  requirements  would,  I fear,  ‘throw 
fits’  to  speak  emphatically,  if  the  thing  were  done  now....”  Somewhat  later.  Saint  Gaudens  spoke 
humorously  of  Barber’s  long  term  in  the  engravership,  suggesting  that  he  had  been  there  before 
the  establishment  of  the  Republic  and  would  survive  long  after,  sitting  in  its  ruins.  Borrowing  a 
quote  from  Chicago’s  comic  figure  ‘Mister  Dooley,’  the  artist  predicted  that  Barber  would  be 
stricken  with  “nervous  prostitution”  (sic)  if  the  President  persisted  in  his  high  relief  quest.  How- 
ever, persist  he  did  and  a greatly  encouraged  artist  went  to  work  despite  his  terminal  illness.  His 
stated  goal  was  to  make  his  new  Double  Eagle  with  its  striding  full-form  Liberty  and  majestic  fly- 
ing eagle  “a  living  thing  and  typical  of  progress.” 

President  and  artist  were  braced  for  Barber’s  opposition,  and  the  Chief  Engraver  obliged, 
adding  procrastination,  prevarication  and  outright  sabotage  in  his  determination  to  frustrate  the 
projects  of  the  dying  Saint  Gaudens.  The  artist  wrote  on  May  29,  1906,  “If  you  succeed  in  getting 
the  best  of  the  polite  Mr.  Barber  down  there,  or  the  others  in  charge,  you  will  have  done  a greater 
work  than  putting  through  the  Panama  Canal.  Nevertheless,  I shall  stick  at  it,  even  unto  death. 
Fortunately  the  sculptor’s  assistant  Henry  Hering  was  on  hand  to  contend  with  Barber  on  a day- 
to-day  basis.  Hering  agreed  that  the  proposed  Ultra  High  Relief  could  not  realistically  be  struck 
for  circulation  but  demanded  that  the  experiment  be  made  to  fulfill  Saint  Gaudens’  wishes.  Her- 
ing recalled  the  actual  striking  in  the  Hartford  Courantm  June  1933,  “So  a circular  gold  disk  was 
placed  on  the  die  and  by  hydraulic  pressure  of  (I  think  it  was)  172  tons  we  had  our  first  stamping 
and  the  impression  showed  about  one  half  the  modeling.  I had  them  make  a cast  of  this  for  my 
guidance.  The  coin  was  again  placed  on  the  die  and  again  showed  a little  more  of  the  modeling 
and  so  this  went  on  and  on  until  the  ninth  stamping  when  the  design  showed  up  in  every  detail.” 
A “progression  set”  struck  in  Lead  in  the  collection  of  the  New  York-based  American  Numismatic 
Society  shows  the  several  stages  of  obtaining  the  full  Ultra  High  Relief.

Hering’s  relentless  prodding  assured  that  the  dies 
were  actually  finished  and  possibly  24  Ultra  High 
Relief  coins  were  struck,  two  of  these  soon  re- 
turned to  the  smelter.  Hering  repeated  to  the 
American  Numismatic  Association’s  journal, 

The  Numismatist  in  August  1949  that  he 
knew  the  Ultra  High  Relief  was  impracti- 
cal for  general  circulation,  but  that  he 
was  determined  to  see  the  project  com- 
pleted. In  the  event,  four  Ultra  High 
Relief  coins  were  sent  on  loan  to  Saint 
Gaudens  and  the  sculptor  was  able  to 
savor  his  completed  work  before  can- 
cer claimed  his  life  in  August  1907.  It 
is  remarkable  that  Saint  Gaudens 
never  owned  one  of  his  most  famous 
coins,  having  sent  back  the  four  pieces 
to  the  Mint.  After  his  death,  his  re- 
doubtable widow  Augusta  lost  no  time  in 
demanding  one  of  the  coins.  Roosevelt  in- 


structed the  Mint  to  either  strike  another 
specimen  during  1908  or  else  send  her  one  of 
the  two  examples  from  the  national  collection.  A 

coin  from  that  collection  was  sent  to  her  along  with  a bill  for  $20.12  for  her  coin. 

Roosevelt  had  seen  the  plaster  models  at  the  end  of  1906  and  wrote  the  artist  on  December  20, 
“My  Dear  Saint- Gaudens:  Those  models  are  simply  immense  - if  such  a slang  way  of  talking  is 
permissible  in  reference  to  giving  a modern  coinage  one  coin  at  least  that  shall  be  as  good  as  that 
of  the  ancient  Greeks.  I have  instructed  the  Director  of  the  Mint  that  these  dies  are  to  be  repro- 
duced just  as  quickly  as  possible  and  just  as  they  are.  It  is  simply  splendid.  I suppose  I shall  be  im- 
peached for  it  in  Congress;  but  I shall  regard  that  as  a very  cheap  payment!” 

It  is  believed  that  the  dies  were  completed  and  the  first  Ultra  High  Relief  coin  struck  in  mid- 
February  1907,  but  no  new  segmented  collar  had  been  prepared  in  time  for  the  first  strike.  How- 
ever, Barber  had  prepared  his  own  1906  Pattern  Double  Eagle  (Judd  1773),  presenting  a large 
Liberty  bust  wearing  a Phrygian  cap  on  the  obverse.  His  reverse  offered  a standing  Liberty  hold- 
ing a Liberty  cap  on  pole  and  a sword  with  a large  American  eagle  behind,  originally  prepared  for 
an  1891  Pattern  Half  Dollar  (Judd  1766).  As  noted  above,  he  had  prepared  his  own  collar  to  im- 
press the  raised  letter  motto  with  a star  between  each  letter,  E*P*L*U*i?*/*B*U*S*U*iV*[7*M*. 
This  collar  was  now  pressed  into  service  to  strike  the  Ultra  High  Relief  coin  offered  here,  which  is 
almost  certainly  one  of  the  first  coins  actually  produced.  A second  Ultra  High  Relief  with  this  dis- 
tinctive edge  was  discovered  in  1995,  an  About  Uncirculated  piece  with  edge  bumps,  sold  in 
Sotheby’s  June  1995  sale  as  lot  485,  “Property  of  a Gentleman.” 

The  present  coin  left  the  coining  press  and  its  subsequent  history  is  unknown.  It  might  have 
passed  to  Saint  Gaudens’  assistant  Hering  or  possibly  into  the  hands  of  some  supervisor  of 
coinage  production  and  carried  about  for  some  time,  accounting  for  the  unusual  wear  and  scat- 
tered marks.  After  these  two  coins  with  the  1906  edge,  the  other  known  Ultra  High  Relief  coins 
bore  the  edge  device  from  a new  collar  giving  the  motto  and  stars  as  E * PLURIBUS  * UNUM 
Me**********  These  were  presented  to  VIP’s  who  carefully  preserved  them  so  that  these  coins  sur- 
vive essentially  unblemished.  This  Ultra  High  Relief  Saint  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  with  the  edge  of 
1906  is  of  overwhelming  beauty,  rarity  and  historical  importance.  Its  appearance  offers  an  historic 
opportunity  for  any  collector  determined  to  possess  the  greatest  American  rarities.

A glass  and  sufficient  study  will  find  a 
couple  of  minute  scuffs  from  careless  handling  years  ago  but  the  overall  quality  is  the  highest.  The  late  Walter  Breen 
noted  that  this  edge  inscription  was  produced  by  Collar  II,  distinguished  by  slightly  slanting  feet  on  the  M in  UNUM. 
The  number  of  High  Relief  Proofs  actually  produced  is  not  known  with  any  accuracy,  but  they  are  occasionally  encoun- 
tered among  business  strikes  of  this  popular  issue.

1617  1911  Gem  Matte  Proof.  A strike  of  medallic  quality  is  complemented  by  luxuriant  deep  gold  with  an  undercurrent  of 

the  lightest  olive  for  colorful  appeal.  A glass  finds  a tiny  mark  in  the  upper  left  obverse  fields.  This  coin  is  one  of  the 
finest  of  100  Proofs  struck.  Dannreuther-Garrett  list  19  auction  appearances,  only  five  described  as  Gems.  Here  is  an- 
other nearly  flawless  example  of  the  little  understood  Matte  Proof  series,  seen  here  with  the  full  beauty  the  coins  were 
supposed  to  radiate.

No  detractions  are  visible,  adding  powerfully  to  the  overall  beauty  of 
this  majestic  coin.  This  design  shows  high  relief  that  was  not  adequately  protected  by  the  flat  rim,  which  also  prevented 
proper  stacking  in  daily  commerce.  Like  Saint  Gaudens’  more  widely  publicized  Ultra  High  and  High  Relief  Double  Ea- 
gles, this  experimental  first  design  was  an  artistic  triumph  but  a mechanical  failure.  This  unusually  handsome  coin  is 
very  conservatively  graded  PCGS  MS64  and  is  housed  in  a first  generation  holder. 

This  lovely  coin,  designed  by  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens,  was  swiftly  taken  out  of  production  after  the  stacking  problems  became 
apparent.  It  was  succeeded  by  the  broader  rolled  edge  design.

This  was  the  first  modification  of  Saint  Gaudens’ 
design  after  the  Wire  Rim  t3TDe.  The  high  “rolled”  edge  was  intended  to  provide  more  protection  than  the  flat  rim  to  the 
devices  but  it  also  closely  crowded  the  stars  and  reverse  legend.  Mint  Superintendent  John  S.  Landis  found  it  unsatisfac- 
tory and  so  informed  Treasury  Secretary  Frank  Leach  in  a letter  accompanying  one  each  of  the  Rolled  Edge  and  the  later 
1907  No  Periods  design.  Landis  stated  that  the  indistinct  strike  shown  by  the  Rolled  Edge  coin  suggested  sweating,  a 
heating  method  that  removed  measurable  amounts  of  gold  from  a genuine  coin.  Perhaps  this  assertion  was  the  final  blow 
to  the  Rolled  Edge  design.  Very  rare  with  only  about  42  coins  surviving  from  an  original  mintage  of  about  20,000  to 
34,100  pieces  struck.  The  greater  part  of  this  mintage  was  destroyed  by  melting. 

Although  these  coins  stacked  better  than  the  Wire  Edge  Eagles,  there  were  striking  difficulties  and  the  edge  was  still  not  broad 
enough  to  stand  the  rigors  of  commercial  usage.  This  lead  to  the  introduction  of  the  No  Periods  design  with  a much  broader  edge.

The  Dannreuther-Garrett  study  lists  only  eight  examples  appearing 
at  public  auction  wer  a 10-year  period.  Stack’s  has  handled  many  examples,  two  since  the  10-year  study  closed.  The  Mint 
State  com  in  the  Dallas  Bank  Collection  climbed  to  $149,500;  our  October  1996  Mint  State  piece  brought  $90  750  More 
recently.  Stack  s offered  a near-Gem  specimen  in  the  January  2004  sale  of  the  Michaels  Collection  that  realized  $172  500 
and  the  Superb  Gem  graded  NGC  MS66  that  climbed  to  $718,750.  In  any  grade,  the  1933  Indian  Eagle  is  on  the  “dream 

fist  ol  most  serious  collectors  of  American  coins.  This  handsome  specimen  will  fulfill  that  dream  for  some  determined 
collector.

The  $4.00  Stella  is  actually  a Pattern  (Judd  1635)  for  a proposed  international  trade 
coin  but  has  long  been  collected  with  regular  U.S.  Gold  coinage.  It  was  the  idea  of  U.S.  Minister  to  Austria  John  A.  Kas- 
son,  former  Congressman  from  Iowa  and  member  of  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures.  He  admired  Aus- 
tria’s Gold  trade  coin  with  dual  denomination  8 Florins,  20  Francs.  This  circulated  with  the  French  20  Francs  and  related 
coins  of  the  Latin  Monetary  Union  (LMU)  in  France,  Belgium,  Italy,  Switzerland  and  Greece.  Kasson  believed  that  a $4 
coin  would  be  virtually  identical  with  the  LMU  20  Francs  and  would  speed  commerce  and  ease  travelers  foreign  ex- 
change problems.  The  idea  never  got  beyond  the  Pattern  stage,  but  few  U.  S.  Gold  Coins  have  the  magnetic  appeal  of  the 
historic  Stella  for  collectors.

Hilt  states  that  a total  of  585  coins  of  this  date  were  actually  struck  and  were  dispersed  over 
three  deliveries  (March  14,  1797,  June  29,  1797,  and  January  11,  1798).  Regardless  of  what  the  correct  mintage  happens 
to  be,  it  is  entirely  evident  that  the  paltry  production  run  of  this  coin  and  the  abysmal  survival  rate  of  early  type  coins 
such  as  this  has  resulted  in  this  issue  being  very  rare  indeed! 

An  interesting  aside  to  the  history  of  the  reverse  die  used  in  striking  this  coin  is  its  employment  in  the  striking  of  Dimes  as  well.

(j)  If  not  so  stated  expressly,  the  grade,  artisanship,  provenance,  or  attribution  is  the  firm’s  opinion  only  on  which  no 
third  party,  including  the  bidder,  is  entitled  to  rely. 

(k)  STACK’S  assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the  material  (or  other)  facts  stated  concerning  the 
numismatic  item,  except  as  specified  herein. 

19.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  STACK’S  acts  only  as  agent  for  a Consignor  and  makes  no  independent  warranty  of  title. 
STACK’S  offers  the  following  LIMITED  WARRANTY  to  Buyers  with  respect  to  all  numismatic  items  offered  for  sale. 
STACK’S  warrants  to  all  Buyers  that  the  Consignor  or  the  Seller  has  warranted  good  title  to  property  offered  for  sale. 
Any  such  warranty  is  predicated  on  the  Owner  or  prior  owner  making  the  same  warranty  to  STACK’S,  upon  which  the 
firm  relies.  In  the  event  that  it  is  finally  determined  that  the  Purchaser  has  not  acquired  transferable  title,  STACK’S 
shall  reimburse  the  Purchaser  (if  full  payment  has  already  been  made)  in  accordance  with  these  Terms  of  Sale,  and 
Buyer  agrees  that  this  is  full  compensation  for  any  loss  whatsoever,  whether  actual  or  otherwise.  Tender  of  the  check 
by  STACK’S  to  Buyer  at  the  address  specified  on  the  bid  sheet  or  registration  form  shall  end  the  obligation  of 
STACK’S  to  the  Buyer,  even  if  the  check  is  not  endorsed  or  cashed.  STACK’S  and  the  Consignor  make  no  representa- 
tions or  warranty  that  the  Purchaser  acquires  any  reproduction  rights  or  copyright  in  property  purchased  at  the  sale. 

20.  STACK’S  further  expressly  disclaims  all  warranties  relating  to  the  grade,  condition,  identification  of  the  periods  or 
date  of  coining  or  manufacture  or  methods  of  manufacture  of  property  which  is  inaccurate,  or  may  be  proved  inaccu- 
rate, by  means  of  scientific  process  or  research  which  is  not  generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  the  sale. 

21.  STACK’S  reminds  the  Buyer  that  the  grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may  have  a material  effect  on  the  value  of  the 


items  purchased;  that  others  may  differ  with  the  grading  opinions  or  interpretations  of  STACK’S;  that  such  difference 
of  opinion  (including  whether  the  coin  has  been  cleaned,  or  is  or  is  not  of  a particular  grade  or  quality)  is  not 
grounds  to  return  an  item  purchased;  and  that  all  sales  of  items  viewed  by  a Purchaser  in  advance  of  a sale,  even  if 
the  sale  is  by  mail,  are  final. 

22.  By  purchasing  in  this  sale.  Buyer  agrees  that  they  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason 
whatsoever.  In  the  event  that  a warranty  is  offered  with  respect  to  grade  or  state  of  preservation  or  condition,  it  shall 
be  a specific  warranty,  in  writing,  signed  by  a member  of  STACK’S,  and  shall  specify  its  terms  and  conditions  and 
duration.  If  any  numismatic  item  is  damaged  in  its  removal  from  encapsulation,  or  during  its  encapsulation,  it  is  at 
the  sole  risk  of  the  Purchaser.  Because  of  the  fungibility  of  numismatic  items,  any  item  removed  from  its  holder  may 
not  be  returned  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 

23.  (a)  On  any  claim  made  by  a bidder,  STACK’S  must  be  advised  in  writing  sent  within  seven  days  after  receipt  of 
the  material,  or  the  date  of  the  sale,  whichever  is  the  later;  these  dates  apply  whether  or  not  the  Buyer  has  received 
the  material.  The  disputed  property  must  be  returned  to  STACK’S  in  the  same  condition  as  sold  by  STACK’S,  in 
the  same  holder. 

(b)  These  conditions  are  binding  and  absolute  unless  varied  in  writing  by  a principal  of  STACK’S  or  if  the  bylaws, 
rules  or  regulations  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  provide  for  a longer  period,  or  give  the  Buyer  a 
greater  right,  in  which  case  such  bylaws,  rules  or  regulations  shall  prevail.  Any  and  all  claims  of  the  Buyer  made  in 
violation  of  the  Terms  of  Sale  shall  be  deemed  waived,  and  the  Buyer  shall  be  without  further  recourse. 

24.  If  STACK’S,  in  its  sole  discretion,  determines  that  any  numismatic  property  is  substantially  and  materially  different 
from  that  represented  in  the  catalogue  of  sale,  or  in  any  written  advertisement  or  material,  the  sale  shall  be  cancelled 
and  STACK’S  shall  refund  the  purchase  price  to  the  Buyer.  Unless  provided  otherwise  in  these  terms  or  the  PNG 
bylaws,  that  shall  be  STACK’S  sole  obligation  to  Buyer. 

25.  The  auctioneer  and  cataloguer,  STACK’S,  reserves  the  right  to  include  its  own  material  in  any  auction  sale.  The 
auctioneer  may  have  direct  or  indirect  interests  in  these,  and  other  items  (other  than  its  commission),  and  may  collect 
a minimum  price  in  addition  to  the  selling  commission.  This  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  a part  of  the  description  of  all 
lots  contained  in  the  catalogue.  The  catalogue  shall  also  be  deemed  a part  of  any  invoice  issued  by  the  auctioneer.  The 
auctioneer  may  make  loans  or  advances  to  consignors  and/or  prospective  purchasers.  The  Consignor  may  be  permitted 
to  bid  on  his,  her  or  their  own  articles  and  to  buy  them  back  at  the  sale.  Any  Buyer  who  bids  on  or  purchases  their 
own  goods  is  required  to  pay  for  them,  in  full,  as  the  terms  of  sale  provide  for  together  with  the  full  buyer’s  commis- 
sion, and  any  other  applicable  surcharges,  postage,  handling,  insurance  fees  and  taxes,  without  rebate  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  unless  provided  for  otherwise  by  contract  with  the  auctioneer.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  make 
accounting  adjustments  in  lieu  of  payment.  Settlement  will  follow  the  auction.  The  prices  realized  reflect  the  final 
price  called  by  the  auctioneer  and  may  include  a bid  of  a consignor  reacquiring  their  lot. 

26.  STACK’S,  the  auctioneer,  and  employees  are  “insiders”  and  may  have  access  to  confidential  information  not  otherwise 
available  to  the  public  with  respect  to  value,  provenance,  availability,  and  other  factors.  Purchasers  should  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  numismatic  items  that  they  are  purchasing  and  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of 
outside  consultants  prior  to  engaging  in  any  purchase.  Bids  are  so  much  per  LOT.  No  lots  will  be  broken  up  unless 
otherwise  stated. 

27.  No  bidder  shall  have  any  claim  against  the  auctioneer,  or  STACK’S,  for  improper  sequence  of  offering  a lot. 

28.  On  bullion  items,  bullion-like  items,  and  encapsulated  items  graded  by  a grading  service.  Buyer  agrees  that  there 
shall  be  no  right  of  return  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  Buyer  further  agrees  that  due  to  market  volatility,  in  event  of 
non-payment,  STACK’S  shall  be  entitled  to  damages  that  are  the  greater  of  selling  price  or  market,  together  with  any 
supplementary  or  additional  costs. 

29.  STACK’S  at  any  time  may  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  non-payment  or  breach  of  the  warranty  of  title. 

30.  The  sole  remedy  that  any  participant  in  the  auction  shall  have,  whether  bidding  in  person,  by  mail,  or  through  an 
employee  or  agent,  for  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  the  auction  shall  be  a refund  of  the  original  purchase 
price  and  premium  paid,  if  any.  Interest  shall  be  paid  by  STACK’S  at  a rate  of  no  greater  than  nine  per  cent  (9%)  per 
annum,  up  to  a maximum  of  six  (6)  years,  unless  the  rules  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.  provide  for  a 
higher  rate  of  interest  or  a longer  period  of  time,  in  which  case  such  rules  shall  prevail.  A lower  rate,  or  shorter 
period,  may  be  decided  by  the  arbitrators.  Upon  payment  as  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  or  in  full  at  the  maximum 
rates  set  forth  above,  or  at  an  agreed  rate,  STACK’S  shall  be  deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  bidder 
arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Purchaser  agrees  to  execute  prior  to  delivery  of  any 
refund  any  documents  reasonably  requested  to  effect  the  intent  of  this  paragraph.  By  bidding  in  this  sale,  all  bidders 
consent  to  these  terms  and  all  other  terms  of  these  conditions  of  sale. 

31.  STACK’S  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  any  property  by  STACK’S  to  Purchaser.  All  bidders,  even  if  unsuccessful  purchas- 
ers, agree  to  abide  by  this  condition,  and  all  other  conditions  of  sale. 

32.  All  rights  granted  to  the  Purchaser  under  the  within  terms  of  sale  are  personal  to  the  Purchaser.  Purchaser  may  not 
assign  or  transfer  any  of  these  rights  to  any  other  person  or  entity,  whether  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise.  Any 
attempt  so  to  assign  or  transfer  any  such  rights  shall  be  absolutely  VOID  and  unenforceable.  No  third  party  may  rely 
on  any  benefit  or  right  conferred  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and  terms  of  warranty  on  any  bidder  or 
Purchaser. 

33.  “Purchaser”  shall  mean  the  original  purchaser  of  the  property  from  STACK’S  and  not  any  subsequent  owner  or  other 
person  who  may  have  or  acquire  an  interest  therein.  If  Purchaser  is  an  agent,  the  agency  must  be  disclosed  at  the  time 
of  sale,  otherwise  the  benefits  of  the  warranty  shall  be  limited  to  the  agent  and  not  transferable  to  the  undisclosed 
principal. 

34.  Should  any  third  party  attempt  to  utilize  any  warranties  contained  herein,  they  shall  first  give  STACK’S  thirty  (30) 
days  written  notice  by  Registered  Mail  or  Certified  Mail  Return  Receipt  Requested  during  which  time  STACK’S  may, 


should  it  choose  to  contest  the  third  party’s  claim,  ask  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  the  American 
Arbitration  Association  to  appoint  a panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled  in  the  field  to  make  such  a determination  at 
New  York,  N.Y.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to 
binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a sole  remedy.  With 
respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  Jurisdiction,  said  third 
party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Terms 
of  Sale. 

35.  In  the  event  STACK’S  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  deliver  the  property  sought  to  be  purchased,  its  liability 
therefore  shall  be  limited  to  the  rescission  of  the  sale  and  refund  of  the  purchase  price  and  buyer’s  premium. 
STACK’S  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  its 
failure  to  deliver  any  property  purchased,  and  all  bidders  agree  to  this  disclaimer. 

36.  If  it  is  determined  that  a bailment  relationship  exists  while  the  material  purchased  is  being  held  by  STACK’S,  for 
Purchaser,  said  relationship  constitutes  a gratuitous  bailment  only,  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser/bailor,  as 
defined  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

37.  As  a condition  of  bidding,  bidder  acknowledges  that  numismatic  auction  sales  are  unique  in  terms  of  their  tradition 
and  industry  practices.  Each  bidder  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  whatsoever  arising  out  of  this  sale 
shall  be  settled  as  follows:  if  demanded  by  either  buyer,  or  STACK’S  by  binding  arbitration  at  New  York,  New  York, 
under  the  rules  then  obtaining  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  as  PNG  rules  may  provide,  the 
American  Arbitration  Association.  In  the  event  that  a dispute  arises  between  STACK’S  and  a non-member  of  the  PNG, 
this  means  that  the  American  Arbitration  Association,  at  New  York,  N.Y.,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the 
controversy.  In  any  controversy  concerning  non-payment,  STACK’S  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  by  arbitration  or  by 
a proceeding  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  City,  County,  and  State  of  New  York,  whichever  is  first 
commenced  by  STACK’S.  The  arbitrator  shall  not  have  the  power  to  alter  the  terms  of  condition  of  sale.  Judgment  on 
any  award  may  be  entered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  The  arbitrators,  and  any  court,  shall  award  the 
prevailing  party  costs  and  reasonable  attorney  fees.  By  bidding  in  this  sale  you  agree  to  be  bound  by  the  arbitration 
provisions  of  the  PNG  as  described  above.  Commencement  of  an  arbitral  proceeding,  or  confirmation  of  an  award,  as 
well  as  any  notice  requirements  connected  with  such  proceeding,  and  any  other  required  service  of  process,  may  be 
made  by  STACK’S  upon  all  bidders  by  registered  or  certified  mail  directed  to  the  address  of  the  bidder  or  purchaser  as 
listed  on  the  bid  sheet  or  application  or  form  required  at  the  time  that  a bidder  number  is  issued,  or  by  facsimile 
transmission  with  proof  of  receipt.  Bidder  agrees  that  such  service  shall  constitute  full  in  personam  jurisdiction.  The 
venue  for  such  proceedings  shall  be  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York  and  each  bidder  agrees  to  in  personam 
(personal)  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York.  In  all  cases,  the  maximum  liability  of  STACK’S  for 
any  item  sold  shall  be  limited  to  the  official  price  of  record  of  the  item  at  this  sale,  without  provision  for  consequential 
damages,  or  any  other  damages  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  unless  the  PNG  rules  provide  otherwise. 

38.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  then,  in  addition  to  all  other 
remedies  which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  STACK’S  may,  at  its  sole  option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining 
as  liquidated  damages  all  payments  made  by  the  Purchaser,  it  being  recognized  that  actual  damages  may  be  specula- 
tive or  difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  sell  some  or  all  of  the  numismatic  property  and  some  or  all  other  property  of  the 
Purchaser  held  by  STACK’S,  in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  STACK’S  to  satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all 
accrued  charges.  More  than  one  such  sale  may  take  place  at  the  option  of  STACK’S.  Such  sale  may  take  place  without 
notice  to  Purchaser;  if  STACK’S  gives  notice,  it  shall  be  by  regular  mail  to  the  address  utilized  on  the  bid  sheet, 
consignment  agreement  or  other  address  known  to  the  firm.  Such  sale  will  be  at  STACK’S  standard  commission  rates 
at  public  or  private  sale,  within  or  without  the  City  of  New  York,  at  which  time  (if  the  sale  be  at  auction)  the 
defaulting  party  shall  not  bid.  The  proceeds  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  damages  occasioned  by 
Purchaser’s  breach,  and  then  to  the  payment  of  any  other  indebtedness  owing  to  STACK’S,  including  without  limita- 
tion, commissions,  handling  charges,  the  expenses  of  both  sales,  reasonable  legal  fees  and  collection  agency  fees  and 
any  other  costs  or  expenses  incurred  hereunder.  If  a lot  or  numismatic  item  is  not  paid  for,  and  is  sold  by  STACK’S  for 
Purchaser’s  account,  in  accordance  with  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  STACK’S  shall  not  be  required  to  account  to 
the  Purchaser  for  any  excess  proceeds.  Purchaser  is  also  liable  to  STACK’S  if  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  is 
insufficient  in  the  opinion  of  STACK’S  to  cover  the  indebtedness.  If  other  property  of  Purchaser  is  also  sold,  any  excess 
of  proceeds  will  be  remitted  to  the  Purchaser  after  first  deducting  the  expenses  set  forth  above.  If  Purchaser  fails  to 
remit  sums  due  to  STACK’S,  Purchaser  grants  to  STACK’S  a lien  with  respect  to  such  sum,  with  interest  to  accrue 
thereon  at  the  judgment  rate,  until  actually  paid,  which  lien  shall  apply  against  any  property  of  Purchaser,  including 
any  future  goods  of  Purchaser  coming  into  possession  of  STACK’S.  Purchaser  hereby  waives  all  the  requirements 
of  notice,  advertisement  and  disposition  of  proceeds  required  by  law,  including  those  set  forth  in  New  York 
lien  law,  article  9,  sections  200-204  inclusive,  or  any  successor  statute,  with  respect  to  any  sale.  Purchaser 
waives  a right  to  redeem. 

39.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  the  sale  by  auction  for  a reasonable  period  of  time  as  a result  of  any 
significant  event  which,  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  auctioneer,  makes  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  event.  No  bidder  or 
prospective  bidder  or  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  shall  have  recourse  as  a result  of  any  postponement.  In  any 
event,  no  person  may  bid  without  registering,  and  ALL  REGISTERED  BIDDERS  including  mail  bidders  and  agents  by 
registering  or  bidding  agree  to  all  of  the  above  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

40.  By  bidding  or  offering  to  bid,  bidders  acknowledge  that  they  have  read  all  of  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and 
warranty  contained  herein  and  that  they  accept  these  terms  and  conditions  without  reservation.  STACK’S  reserves  the 
right  to  vary  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  by  rider  or  other  means  communicated  to  bidders.  By  purchasing  from 
STACK’S,  whether  present  in  person,  or  by  agent,  by  written  bid,  telephone  or  any  other  means,  the  bidder  agrees  to 
be  bound  by  these  Terms  and  (Conditions  of  Sale. 

41.  ALL  ITEMS  ILLUSTRATED  ARE  OF  THE  ACTUAL  ITEMS  BEING  SOLD. 
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
